This lino will in all prnbability t.,ko the 
route by Priiiuu Albert and Hdiuoiilun, 
and cross the llockio.s by tlio YelLe.i IJead 
Pass. Wliotlior that should prove the 
case or not there slioiihl be no stone left 
uiiluriieil 111! Vietoria'.s p.irt to si^cure 
that she shall be the tiirniiniis. A short 
tiiiiu aij;o a proposal was made in the 
council to odor a large bonus towards tlie 
bridging of Seymour Narrows. That 
proposal fell through for tho moment be- 
cause there was no sign of any railway 
from tlio east. Now, however, tho hour 
baa entile wlu"n a ileeiiled atop alioiild bo 
taken, so iliat tile weatorn termiima of 
the ( iraiul Trtitik Kaihv.ay aliall without 
doubt be li.\ed here.

The report was, uf course, 
repeated by the 7'n/ic,s, of this city, wlioae 
editor appears only too ohad to circulate 
any rumor relative to the Diuiainuir lirm 
without taking tho least trouble to lind 
out whether it is true or not. Wo are 
pleased to be in a position to state that 
the report about "a rise in coal" in San 
Francisco is, to use tho words of a tolo- 
gram received here yesterday from that 
citj', "a biiso falirieation. " "There has 
been no meeting of coal ile.dera, and coal 
has not advanced two dollars." We have 
ai.io the best reason for stating that if, 
as the San i''raiicisco I'jju iit i r says, "it 
is absolutely within the power of Duns 
uniir A- .Sons, w ho own the Wellinitton 
uiiiies, to govern the pi ice of coal in this 
city," (Sun Francisco), there will bo no 
advance of two dollars, or any other sum, 
in tho price of coal in that market. Duns- 
muir & Sons have not tho slightest inten- 
tion of raising the price of coal in Cali- 
fornia above ))re.-ient ligurea. \\ u truat, 
now that the truth is forced upon our 
\'iciori,-i ei lilt em p^rary, il will correct the 
luLslaki' It ha- made. If il had the alight- 
esl de.^ire lo be ,-u el I la! e i I could easily 
h.i\e found out here whether there was 
any foundation fur tlie paragraph which it 
oiioteil from tho San Francisco.

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A PROMISING PROJECT.

I0\ In bit ioii in .Montreal in 
summer of bSilli. it was lirst pro|iosed to 
liave a World's I'^x liihu inn ill .Montreal at 
that dale, which is the L'.'iOl h anniversary 
of the fniimliiiL.' of the city, but this was 
consiilei-ed ino bii; .a thing for Montreal at 
its picsoiit atageof growth. An exhibition 
of the products of China, Japan, the Ma- 
layan |)eninaula, Borneo, Burinah and, 
wo aupiiose, India would bo newer and 
more attractive. It would besides give 
the trade with tho east by moans of the 
Canadi.iii I'acilic route a fresh impetus. 
'I'lie scheme is a novel one, and would 
likely do very much to aihaiice the ends 
proposed. The pmjci iois are determined 
to 111. ike the Oriental Kxliibition worthy 
of C'aiiaila and id tho Kast. Tho St<ir 
which advocates tho scheme with tho vigor 
for which it has become celebrated says : 
"It is not worth while to attempt an Cri- 
untul Exliibitiou unless the enterpriao is 
nuilei taken with a duterinination to have 
a allow on a mai^i lilicont .scale. The allair 
must be bii,' emiii;.^'b to create an intc'iest 
throughout the eivilizei' world, and the 
main object to be kept in view ia lu bring 
hundreds of tloiiisamls of v isitors to Can- 
ada at a lime of year moat faviu'able fiU' 
seeinu, not ihe e-<liibilion only, but the 
country." We trii.st that thu project will 
be carried to a auccosaful isauo. We be- 
lieve that it will be to the interest of every 
part of the Dominion to aid Montreal in 
making her Oriental Exhibition a splendid 
success. I'.ritisli Columbia is peculiarly 
interested in any movement calculated to

for thoir inaction and ajiathy, and im 
plorod them to send suflioient relief to 
tho bcloagurod garrison before it is too 
lato. Tho (ioverinniuit, of course, de- 
fondod the coiirstv they aro pursuing 
They inaiiitaintnl tliut the troops aro in 
no ininiediato danger, that their black 
allies are bravo and loyal, and that tho 
i'. iiiforceuieni J sent will prove amply 
uulliuicnt. iiut us Lord Kaudolpli ex- 



prosaud the opinion of experienced mili- 
tary men, and as his inllueiice with the 
Tory party and in tho c<juiitry is great, it 
is not by any vneaiia likely that the Gov- 
ernment will disregard hia appeal and re- 
monstrance. They will, now that thu 
nation's attention has boon direoJuti in ho 
marked a manner to tho poailion of the 
British troopa in Suakiii, take imtnodiatu 
ineasurcH to Htrengthen thu force there, 
and t(i put it in Hitch a ])naitiuii 
that instetul of being cooped up beliiiid 
fortifications, in hourly dread of being 
stormed and overpowered, they will be 
able to take the oiTensiva and force the 
Arabs to raise the siege. Lord Randolph 
is a thorn in the side of tho Salisbury 
(bjveruiuent. Ho ia a most uiiroliaVile 
and uiipleaaant supporter. lie ia init 
amenable to parly ciiacipliiio. Ho cinea 
not c.tre a snap for the crack of lho party 
whip, and ho liaa a trick of blurting unt 
what he believes to be the truth, no mat 
inattor how much his eritieisiiis umy anger 
and eiubarraas thu Uovoi-ninent. But if 
his outbursts of indepondenoo are always 
as timely and for as good a purpose as 
that of Tuesday evening last, tlie country 
will bu apt to conclude that one such in- 
subordinate supporter is uf greater real 
value than a score of unquestioning and 
humbly obedient followers. Tho Ciov- 
ernmeiit newspaper organ is, we see, 
.scolding him, but Lord Kandoliili carea 
very little for the hard and bitter things 
that tho iitiiHitanI, and iiapurs of that 
class, may say of him. Ho is not then- 
skinned, and when he believes ho is right 
he cares very little for critioisiii either in 
or out of parliament. 

THE SIMPLE PLA.N. 

Tho (iermans have committed pretty 
much the same blunders in the Saniuan 
Islands as they have in Eastern Africa. 
Their insolence and their disregard of tho 
rights of the natives have caused tlioiii to 
bu cordially hated as well as feared. A 
little over a year ago a si|uadroii of livo 
tierniiiu mon-of war appeared al .Samoa. 
The sovereign of the Islands wua Kiie^ 
Malieloa, w ho does not iip])iN'U' to have 
been a bad kind of man. The (Iermans 
i|imrrelled with the natives ami tin.' tier- 
man consul demamle.! 8l-,0(K)as eoinpen- 
satiLiii foreoeoaniila alleged to have been 
stolen from ( iernian plantations, and 
SI, 000 damages for injury done to a (ier- 
niau sailor. As tho King was not in a posi- 
tion to comply with theau doniaiuls, oven 
if they were just, he asked for liiuo to 
consult with his chiefs. I!ul ihetiernian 
cmuinander was iiupatieiit, ami declared 
war agiiiiist Malieloa without any further 
preliminaries. height liiiiidred men were 
landed at .-Viiia and proceeded to aotreh 
the Sauioaii houaes and U> treat the f'U' 
eign rusidents of the phicu with incivility. 
They insulted some cf the Samoan woman 
and tho men rusontcd the insult. Mulietoa 
with his followers, took to tho woods niu' 
was followed by the Uorinans, but thoj 
could not capture him. The invaders 
then burned one of tho principal towns 
of the Islands, cut down tho cocoaiiut 
trees and coiiuiiittod <ither oiilragea. 
Thoj' also took the aide of Tamiiseae, w ho 
liadjielielled against Malieloa. The King, 
seeing I hat he could not make lieadwa) 
against the (iorinaiis, gave hiuiaelf up and 
was exiled by the new masters of the Is- 
lands to tho Camerouns. Tho Oerman con- 
aulthonmado Tamaseso,the iiisugentchief, 
king, who appointed a (iorniaii named 
Brandeis as his prime minister. Tho rule 
of tho new king and his fieriuau gram 
vizier was most oppressive, and the jieo 
jile, after enduring their tyranny as buig 
US tbey could, roae and de]ioai'd liini, 
choosing onu fvatafu, who aasinued the 
name of Malielo.-i. as their king. .\ < Ger- 
man ship of war, ihe .Ailler, caine lo the 
roacuo of tho dejioaed usurper, and sludl- 
ed one of the native towns. Captain 
Leary of the United States man-of-war 
Adams, protested in tho name of the 
United States against the inhumanity, 
but the captain of tho Adler replied that 
he was acting under tho orders of the 
fiorinan Consul, whom ho waa bound to 
to obey for the time being. There waa 
more lighting between the two native 
faclioilfl, in w-hich 'I'amas.-ise, the pi-otet;e 
■ if the liermans, LTol badly beaten. The 
I b'rinau ( o.v ermiielit had [jleilgeil itself 
long befiu-e these outrages took place not 
to establish a protectorate over tho S.im 
oan Islands. OroatBritain and the United 
States wore, with Germany, parties to -an 
arrangement by which tho Sainoans were 
guaranteed thoir independence. But the 
Uermaiis seem to caro very little for tho 
agreement, and have treated thu protests 
of tho United .Status ( Io\ erniiienl w ith 
contempt. Wh.it the upshot c;f I he ni;it 
ter will be it is hard to toll. .Appi'.ar- 
ances indicate that (ierm'iiiy ia ileleruiiii 
ed tip get jionsessioii of the Saiiioan Is 
lands, no matter what (Ireat llntaiii and 
the United States may say or do.
